“SUS Christ wishes to reign over mankind as King of 
Love. As the true Son of God He has received from 
His Heavenly Father a supreme dominion over the 
whole human race. But He wishes to govern and con- 
quer the hearts of men by love, not by force. He has revealed this 
desire in many ways — through the prophets, through the Scriptures, 
through the voiceless tongues of His millions of creatures, speaking in 
all ages and climes through the beauties and wonders of nature, and 
through special revelations to chosen souls. And in these latter times 
He has revealed it anew through His Vicar, Pope Pius XI, in the 
institution of the Feast of Christ the King, in order that by the living 
and perpetual voice of the Church, His Spouse, speaking to us year 
after year in the celebration of this feast of His Kingship, He might 
keep ever fresh in our minds and hearts the burning desire of His 
Divine Heart to reign over us by love. 

But alas! in this great world of millions of human souls, how 
small is the number of those who ‘really give Him the love He so 
ardently craves. Instead of love, He receives from countless numbers 
only icy indifference and black ingratitude. As His Divine gaze 
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searches the hearts of men, He sees in particular three classes of souls 
who wound and outrage His loving Heart. First there are those who 
with might and main strive to destroy His kingdom and to blot out 
His very name; who make of His Divine Heart the target of their 
poisoned arrows of hatred, and in whose rejection He hears echoed and 
re-echoed the furious cries of the mob of Good Friday: “Away with 
Him! Crucify Him! We will not have this Man reign over us!” 

Then there are the unfaithful children of His own household, the 
lax Christians, who grieve Him even more deeply than His avowed 
enemies. They call themselves Christians, but are not ashamed to 
stain their lives with every form of vice and to break His Divine laws 
whenever they impede the gratification of their desires. And among 
these unfaithful and ungrateful children, He sees with bitter anguish 
even souls consecrated to Him who ought to be the most intimate 
and loving confidants of His Sacred Heart. Deep and terrible is this 
mystery of man’s ingratitude, and how it must wound the Heart of our 
Savior, so infinitely loving and merciful. 

Lastly, there are the indifferent souls, whose hearts are buried in 
the things of this world, who neither know nor care whence they came 
or whither they are going, and give to material things the love which 
they owe to their Lord and God. 

Added to these multitudes of souls who do not love Him is the 
vast army of souls still sunk in the darkness of idolatry and heathen- 
ism, who have not even heard the name of God. 

Gazing at this sad picture, shall we not lament and weep with 
the seraphic Francis of Assisi because “Love is not loved”? But if 
we truly love our Divine King we will not be content with bewailing 
the indifference and ingratitude, the ignorance and the hatred of so 
many souls. We will, like St. Francis, set ourselves to the task of 
making Him known and loved, of drawing hearts to Him. This is an 
apostolate to which every one of us ought to devote himself with burn- 
ing zeal. 

But the reign of His Heart must commence in our own individual 
souls before we can attempt to extend it to others. For, as Father 
Mateo has so compellingly expressed this well-established truth, the 
first and greatest glory of the Sacred Heart is our own personal sancti- 
fication. In speaking to our community of the “apostolate” — the 
work of extending the reign of the Sacred Heart — he laid great 
stress on the fundamental importance of personal sanctity for those 
who would devote themselves to this holy work. “The foundation of 
the apostolate,” he said, “is your interior life; be saintly, be holy, hate 
mediocrity. This spiritual life, this supernatural life, will then radiate 
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and influence others. True life, spiritual life, supernatural life, is 
always radiating. You cannot hide the sunshine of a great love in 
your heart. You cannot. If it is a lamp, a little lamp, perhaps; but 
sunshine you cannot hide. Light is always radiating, and love is always 
light; then love is always radiating. You cannot really love Our Lord 
with a great love without being apostles of that which you love. You 
cannot love Him really and truly and strongly without radiating heat 
and fire. You cannot love Him really and truly and strongly without 
making His Sacred Heart better loved. 

“The apostolate then, for you, for me, and for good Christians 
in the world, when they understand what it is to be Christians, is a 
duty of love. Then, please, all of you, the invalids in the infirmary 
and the others working with their hands and with their minds, — be 
tongues of fire, workers and apostles for the reign of the Sacred Heart 
— in different ways, of course” (each according to her particular 
assignment and condition). 


Mary, Queen of the Apostles, Our Model 


As our most perfect and sublime model in this apostolate, Father 
Mateo placed before us Our Lady, Queen of the Apostles. “How is 
it,” he said, “that we call Our Lady ‘Regina Apostolorum — Queen 
of Apostles’? She never preached, she never wrote a line; that was 
not her mission. Silent, completely, perfectly silent. Then why is 
she Queen of Apostles? Is it a flower we give her — a sort of crown? 
No, she needs not our crown. She is the Mother of God — that is 
sufficient. Why do we call her Queen of Apostles? Because she is 
greater than all the apostles. But how? AB INTUS — from within. 
We give God in the measure we possess God. Nobody ever possessed 
God and Christ as Our Lady, Queen. Greater than St. Peter and St. 
James and St. John and all the Apostles, greater than all the priests 
in the whole world and all the preachers to the end of time; greater 
than all to give, she — silent, her heart filled with God, giving from 
the overflowing of her heart in prayer, in sacrifice and love — Queen 
of Apostles. 

“Preaching, of course, is necessary. I cannot say, ‘Well, then, I 
will do like Our Lady; I will not write, I will not preach.’ No, my 
vocation is to preach; my vocation is to work, but to work with a soul, 
and you must work with a soul... More indispensable than the 
preaching, than the work, is the soul of holiness... What is an apostle? 
Like Mary and with Mary, to give souls to Christ, our Lord. That is 
being an apostle: to give souls to Christ and to give Christ to souls... 

“Let us take this beautiful comparison: St. Francis Xavier, a 
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chalice full to the brim, a wonderful saint; the Little Flower, also a 
chalice full to the brim, a wonderful saint. Each — Therese and Fran- 
cis—a great, wonderful chalice, full to the brim, overflowing; one 
speaking, a wonderful giant of work, the other silent, quiet in her 
little cell. Which is the greater? Which is the greater as an apostle: 
Therese in her little cell, or Francis in Japan or India, working? Oh, 
I will give you a doctrinal answer. If Francis, working hard, loved 
with a greater love, he is the greater; but if Therese, without working, 
loved with a greater love, a greater love than Francis, she is the 
greater. Because the measure of apostolate is sanctity, and the measure 
of sanctity is always love... 

“Love the Lover, the King of Love. Love Him dearly, passion- 
ately, and you will radiate from the superabundance of your souls, 
full and ablaze with fire; you will give fire no matter what work you 
are doing; you will give fire in the infirmary, without writing letters, 
without writing for your magazine, without working. The measure 
is not the speaking and the working and the writing; the measure is 
LOVING, because that is the measure of sanctity. Personal holiness 
is always a great apostolate. ‘I am the Resurrection and the Life,’ 
said Jesus. You will be with Him resurrection and life for many 
souls. With Him, through Him, in Him, through the chalice, in the 
measure the chalice will be in your hearts and your hearts in the 
chalice.” 

Father Mateo drew from the treasury of his long experience 
examples of many wonderful conversions wrought through the prayers, 
sufferings, labors and sacrifices of hidden, humble souls. 

Here, then, is an apostolate to which we can all devote ourselves, 
no matter what our condition or state of life. To be “missionaries,” we 
need not join a missionary society and go to far distant lands to convert 
the heathens. God, indeed, calls certain souls to this sublime and 
heroic vocation. But we cannot all be missionaries in an active sense. 
We must, therefore, be so in spirit, and by our prayers, labors, suffer- 
ings and sacrifices, made meritorious by personal holiness, lend to our 
missionaries that spiritual support which is so vital to the success of 
their labors. We can also bring about the conversion of many a soul 
who has swerved from the path of duty and is going the downward 
way, and gain for many others the grace of a greater love for God. 


The Enthronement of the Sacred Heart and 
Night Adoration 
Most of our readers are well acquainted with these two special 
forms of devotion inaugurated and advocated by Father Mateo for 
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promoting the reign of Christ the King. Very many have already 
been enrolled as members of the League of Night Adoration in the 
Home and have Enthroned the Sacred Heart in their homes. For those 
who have not yet done so, there seems no more appropriate time than 
the feast of Christ the King (the last Sunday of October) or some 
day previous, as a preparation for the feast—to have the Sacred 
Heart solemnly enthroned as King of the home. (As the presence of a 
priest is required, arrangements would have to be made according to 
his convenience.) And the families in which Jesus has already been 
enthroned as King will assuredly make of this feast a very special and 
solemn family festival, on which all will assist at Holy Mass and 
receive Holy Communion, and sometime during the day assemble 
around the image of the Sacred Heart, appropriately adorned for the 
occasion, to renew their Act of Consecration. Those living in the 
world today know only too well the dangers which threaten the sanctity 
— yes, even the existence of the home. To bring down God’s blessing 
on your home and assure its safety from the evil influences that press 
around it from so many quarters, you can employ no more beautiful 
or more powerful means than to Enthrone the Sacred Heart as King 
and Father of the family, and live that enthronement from day to day. 

Night Adoration in the home calls for the small sacrifice of one 
hour’s sleep once a month, to offer adoration and reparation (between 
the hours of 9 P.M, and 5 A.M.) before an image of the Sacred 
Heart. Souls who have responded to the loving invitation of Jesus to 
“watch one hour” with Him have found in this devotion a source of 
untold strength and consolation in their trials and sufferings, for the 
consolation which they offer to Jesus flows back from His Heart upon 
them and upon other souls. And who can say what a flood of. bless- 
ings descends upon the whole world as a consequence of these nightly 
vigils with the King of Love — during those hours of darkness when 
the spirit of darkness brings about the ruin of so many souls. 

The mother of a large family of young children who faithfully 
keeps her Night Adoration despite the many hours of sleep she must 
sacrifice for her family, writes: “I wish more people could realize 
what a wonderful thing the Night Adoration is. It brings one so 
near to Our Lord. All the things that might be worries or trials, and 
might seem almost too big sometimes, just fade away and become little 
rosebuds to offer Him.” This mother, like many another faithful 
Night Adorer, has found that the Heart of Jesus is truly the Source 
of all consolation and the Refuge in all trials and difficulties. In 
such homes Jesus becomes in truth the “King of Hearts,” and from them 
radiates the light and warmth of His love, which cannot but inflame 
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and irradiate other souls. And this light and love will keep on radiating 
to an ever-widening circle, until the reign of Christ the King is ex- 
tended at last to all families and to all nations. 


Both the Enthronement and the Night Adoration are fully ex- 
plained in our booklet mentioned on the inside back cover of this 
issue. We are happy to say that we now have over 10,000 Night 
Adorers registered at our three centers. The total number in the 
United States is well over 100,000. What a beautiful and consoling 
sight for our Divine King to find so many loving hearts keeping watch 
with Him! And yet, out of a population of about 130,000,000, it is 
still but a drop of water in the ocean.

:REAT as the sea is thy destruction: who shall heal 
thee?” (Lam. ii. 13.) These words of the Prophet 
Jeremias may very well be applied to our times of 
distress, for they express the sentiments of thousands 
upon thousands of souls who are bending every effort 
to stem the flood of evil which seems to defy every 
dam of human wisdom and threatens to engulf the 
whole human race in its frightful torrents. With sore- 
oppressed hearts we exclaim: “Is there no remedy to 
be found, no powerful help in this great need? Was 

there never before a time which so frightfully threatened human society 

as does our time, so we may learn from former experience what means 
we must use to obtain help?” 

Whoever has studied the history of the Church of the 12th and 
13th centuries knows that there has been a time more or less like 
our present time. As today the power of evil in its various forms 
threatens to overthrow law and order and is sworn to the destruction of 
the Church of God by dreadful secret methods which it uses like a 
net to ensnare the whole Christian world, and as it seeks by every pos- 
sible means of intrigue, lying and power to annihilate Christian faith 
and morals, so also the Church was threatened in the 12th and 13th 
centuries by the Albigensian heresy, which raised a deadly campaign 
of life and death against all things Catholic by extraordinary activity, 
both open and secret. “Ever closer and closer,” writes Father Lacor- 
daire, in the Life of St. Dominic, “a great net of secret societies was 
spread over Western Europe, and one could already foresee the time 
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when a frightful religious and civil war would break out, perhaps 
simultaneously in many lands, since apart from the close relations 
which existed at that time between Church and State, a peaceful con- 
tinuance of such a party alongside of Christendom was not to be 


thought of. . .” 
Such was the terrible condition of things in the 13th century, and 


the danger threatened not only the Church but the whole social order 
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and the Christian civilization of all Europe. Certainly all human 
means were employed both by Church and State to save the world; 
but all efforts seemed in vain. Then God raised up St. Dominic... 
He took refuge in prayer, redoubled his works of penance, stormed 
heaven with burning tears, and turned with full confidence to Mary, 
the glorious Queen of heaven, imploring her, the Mother of Mercy 
and of Grace, to support his labors for the salvation of sou!s, to con- 
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vert the hearts of men by her intercession and to purify the Church 
from all evil by her maternal love and solicitude. 

Then Mary appeared to the saint in her glory, taught him the 
form of prayer known as the Rosary, and commissioned him to spread 
it over all nations. Dominic prayed the Rosary himself, preached it 
far and wide, and urged the faithful to have recourse to this means 
of protection and salvation. And with what results! Dominic alone 
converted over a hundred thousand souls, which had fallen victim 
to error and heresy. And it is to this prayer the Church ascribes 
above all her victory over that most frightful of heresies and the 
aversion of the threatening storms of evil. Hence she praises Mary 
with the words: “Rejoice, O Virgin Mary, for thou alone hast over- 
come all heresies!” 

Thus the holy Rosary was given to Holy Church and her children 
as a weapon of defense and a means of salvation against loss of faith, 
against error, immorality and degradation, against the falling off of 
nations from faith and morals. 

When we compare our times with the time of St. Dominic, what 
a striking similarity we find between the two! To what heights has 
human pride raised itself at the present day! The thought of the in- 
satiable desire for pleasure, the frightful enormity of vice and ma- 
terialism, and the ever more overwhelming absorption in earthly things 
fills one with dread for the future. When one thinks of the ever- 
increasing spread of unbelief and error, the dying out of faith in the 
hearts of so many children of the Church, and the open and secret 
persecution of the Church of God and even of the Vicar of Christ; 
when one thinks of the countless numbers who have sworn, as far as 
their satanic wickedness is able, — by word, by writing, by example 
and deed, with all the arts of hell, — to destroy immortal souls, and 
who have instituted a campaign of annihilation against the Church 
and all Christian order, one wonders who can heal such evil, such 
faithlessness, such forgetfulness of God, such immersion in earthly 
things, and such pride, and thus stay the floods of evil. The answer 
is: Only the mercy of God and the help of Mary. And as in former 
times, so now too, the holy Rosary appears to the faithful to be the 
unfailing as well as one of the principal means. For the Rosary is 
not a spiritless prayer of the lips, as its enemies try to represent it, 
but a prayer of meditation — meditation on the chief truths of religion 
and on the greatest mysteries of Faith. And what does our unbelieving 
and materialistic age need more than just such meditation? 

Yes, the Rosary is especially adapted to help at the present time 
because it confirms us in our Faith, and preserves us in the love of 
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Jesus Christ and His Holy Church. For in the different mysteries of 
the holy Rosary the teachings of our holy Faith, the Redemption by 
Jesus Christ and the significance of His institution of salvation, the 
Church, are all vividly placed before our eyes. Praying the Rosary 
causes us to see clearly that the salvation of every soul is of great 
importance, since the Son of God Himself became man for its sake; 
that sin is an evil above all evils, since the Author of life and the 
Lord of glory died on the Cross in unspeakable pains to atone for 
the sins of mankind; that the span of time allotted to a soul is meant 
to work for a happy eternity; that man has not been created for a 
life of pleasure and riches, but that, to attain his destiny, he must 
follow the Savior to heaven by the way of self-denial and the cross; 
that Holy Church, ruled by the Holy Spirit, is the only Divine institu- 
tion of salvation which can make man happy for time and eternity, 
and that whoever refuses to be guided by the Church, and rages against 
it, works for his and others’ temporal and eternal ruin. In short, the 
holy Rosary is the constant representation of the greatest and most 
important truths of holy Faith. 

It is also the most beautiful cry of help a Christian can utter and 
the most effective prayer a soul can address to God and to His holy 
Mother, embodying as it does the sublime words of God Himself. 
Pernicious pride, revolt against God-given authority, is a conspicuous 
characteristic of this age. The Rosary teaches us in the joyful mysteries 
the humility and submission of the Son of God who has become obedient 
even to death to atone for the sin of disobedience. Society today suffers 
from the insatiable craving for pleasures and enjoyment, which has 
caused in it a thousand wounds. The mysteries of the sorrowful Rosary 
show us our Savior during the bloody sweat, and on the hard wood of 
the Cross, atoning for these excesses, amidst thousands of tortures. 
His example teaches us that the servant is not above the Master and 
brings us consolation in our sorrows. Finally, we children of the 
world have become poor in hope and courage because we have become 
weak in faith. Therefore the glorious mysteries direct us to the trans- 
figuration of Christ and His Blessed Mother, so that in joyful expecta- 
tion we direct our gaze towards heaven where there is no sorrow nor 
pain and where Our Lord has prepared for us a dwelling place. 

For all these reasons the Rosary was given to the Church by Mary 
at a time which was just as threatened with evils as is our own. It 
is indeed a prayer that is irresistible and one that can certainly claim 
the promise of Our Lord: “Ask and it shall be given you” (Matt. vii. 7). 
And if every Catholic will make it his concern to pray the Rosary 
every day, need we have any fear that all at length will be well in the 
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Church and in the world? It is for this end that the Holy Father 
and ecclesiastical leaders have so urgently begged that the Rosary be 
said daily both by individuals and even more by family groups, since 
a special promise has been attached to prayer where several are gathered 
together in God’s name. Christ told us that this is the manner of 
prayer that is most effective: “If two of you shall agree on earth about 
anything at all for which they ask, it shall be done by My Father in 
heaven, for where two or more are gathered together in My Name, I am 
in the midst of them.” In other words, Christ advised us to pray to- 
gether, in a group, assuring us that if there are two or more praying, 
He is not only with them, but that their prayer will be most powerful. 

In urging the family Rosary, one of our American bishops 
exclaimed: “Oh, would it not be a grand thing if Catholic families 
gathered every evening in their homes to pray the Rosary! If the 
daily recitation of the Rosary went up from millions of families every 
day, what power that would have with God and His Blessed Mother. 
Mary Immaculate has been officially declared Patreness of the United 
States. Let us now turn to her for aid and protection in our great need.” 

Pope Pius XI asked specifically for the family Rosary, and pre- 
sented rosaries to bridal couples who visited the Vatican. Pope Pius 
XII has continued this practice, and has repeatedly asked for a renewal 
of the custom. of family prayers, and on many occasions has urged the 
people to pray to our Blessed Mother, particularly commending the 
Rosary. Mary herself has asked for the Rosary prayer. When she 
appeared to Saint Bernadette at Lourdes, she did not come for a social 
visit, but to teach a lesson, a lesson not just for France, or just for that 
time, but for the whole world, for us also today. She could have 
chosen some other means, but she chose the Rosary. And not just the 
Rosary, but the Rosary said in common, because she appeared eighteen 
times, and every time, —— not just some of the times, — she not only 
had a rosary with her, but she recited it together with another, in union 
with Bernadette. The lesson is obvious: she wants the Rosary said in 
groups, in families. Again, she appeared several times in Fatima, 
Portugal, during the first World War to three children and promised 
that the war would stop if the Rosary were said frequently and fervently. 

Moreover, families themselves need the Rosary. Recent government 
statistics show a great increase in juvenile delinquency since the begin- 
ning of the war. Before the war, many forces had already begun to 
undermine the family’s very existence, such as divorce courts, Godless 
education, birth-prevention clinics, etc... The family has always been 
and always will be the very foundation of society and of civilization, 
and this spirit of the world is endangering every family in our days. 
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These forces of evil are creating an atmosphere which affects and 
dulls the awareness of God. Evil influences are finding their way more 
and more into daily affairs, into the very life of the family and the 
Church, whether we want them or not. To counteract these evils, to 
help the individual family, to assist families collectively, to erase 
selfishness and hatred from the world and bring back God and love 
into human hearts, let every Catholic family determine now to say the 
family Rosary daily. 

If every family would assemble every day immediately after the 
evening meal, or before retiring, if more convenient, and recite five 
decades of the Rosary together to hasten the end of the evils afflicting 
us, to establish a peace that will be the fruit of the union of all 
souls with God and with each other in the love of God and the brother- 
hood of Christ, what an irresistible army we would have over which 
no foe could triumph, even as in the days when Holofernes said of the 
Jews: “Tell me what people is this that despises us and defies our 
weapons?” And Achior, the captain of the Ammonites, answered: 
“‘Wheresoever they went in, without bow and arrow, and without shield 
and sword, their God fought for them and overcame. And there was 
no one who triumphed over this people, but when they departed from 
the worship of the Lord their God” (Judith v. 16, 17). 

Thousands of men in the armed forces have asked their familes to 
say the Rosary together every day for their safety. Let us then hasten 
to pray it, not only for their safety of body, but also to safe-guard their 
souls from mortal sin, and if they should die for God and country, 
that they may have a holy and happy death and a blessed eternity. 

Yes, the practice of the family Rosary would not only insure the 
safety of the men and women in our country’s service and help to 
obtain victory for our armies, but would transform the dwellings of 
our people into true Christian homes, nurseries of virtue and of vo- 
cations to the priesthood and religious life, now so sadly lacking. Let 
us therefore take up the family Rosary as much as possible, not only 
during the month of October, but at all times. To thee, O holy Virgin 
and Queen of the Holy Rosary, we cry: Pray for us, for thou hast 
found grace with God!

O MAJESTIC HEART OF JESUS! 
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The War and the “Little Wap” of St. Therese

HE feast of St. Therese of the Child Jesus, the Little Flower 


| 
% (October 3), reminds us of her “Little Way of Spiritual 


Childhood,” by which she herself scaled the heights of 

sanctity and has led countless other souls to the attainment 
of perfection and intimate union with God, culminating in the unending 
bliss of heaven. 

In the present world upheaval, numberless proposals for the 
betterment of humanity after the war, are being formulated. Yet how 
many of them bear on their very face the stamp of failure because 
they are not founded on the eternal principles of Divine Love and 
Divine Truth. Let the learned statesmen and the world reformers of 
all countries lay down their laurels of worldly wisdom at the feet 
of the little “doctor” of Lisieux, and learn from her the only wisdom 
that can solve the world’s problems because it is the wisdom of God. 
The principles of St. Therese’s “Little Way” are principles that must 
underlie all human relations if men are to live at peace with each 
other and with God; they are principles that cannot fail, because they 
have their foundation in the law of God; they are principles that will 
endure forever, because they are drawn from the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
“the same, yesterday and today, yes, and forever” (Heb. xiii. 8). 

The author of an article in an English review entitled “Sicut 
Parvuli,” the organ of the Association of the Priests of St. Therese 
of the Child Jesus, enumerates five basic moral evils as causes of the 
present world war, and opposes to each as an antidote one of the 
virtues underlying St. Therese’s “Little Way.” For, says he, just as 
the war is the embodiment of all those falsehoods which have led 
civilization to its present tragedy, so St. Therese’s message stands as 
an embodiment of those truths which alone can heal our civilization’s 
wounds. 


1. Excessive Nationalism 


The most immediate cause of the war is excessive nationalism, 
each country seeking its own profit at the expense of the others. Upon 
the altar of nationalism the brotherhood of the human race has been 
sacrificed. Over against all this stands St. Therese, teaching us that 
the primary thing is not that we are Englishmen, Frenchmen, Germans, 
Italians, or whatever our nationality may be, but that we are primarily 
little children of our Heavenly Father, and because we are the children 
of our Father, we are brethren of one another — all one family. She 
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shows us that the brotherhood of man is only possible on the basis 
of the belief in the Fatherhood of God. 


2. Materialism 


Closely allied with nationalism is materialism. The main motive 
governing nations is that of trade. Trade has been the cause of most 
wars. With this as the primary motive, all the spiritual values by 
which a nation’s soul can be preserved and the individual satisfied 
are ignored. The nation becomes materialized and the individual ma- 
terialistic, and neither is ever satisfied. In sharp contrast to this, the 
“Little Way” of Spiritual Childhood teaches us that, being children 
of our Heavenly Father, we are made for His love, to love Him and 
to be loved by Him. Because man is made for this, he is far too 
great for anything that this world alone can give him; and it is for 
this reason that materialism leaves him so restless and dissatisfied. 
He is made for the love of his Father, and his home is heaven. 


3. Pride ; 

Materialism breeds pride. Leaving out God, a man soon regards 
himself as the center of his world. Man becomes sufficient for himself; 
and the totalitarian state, which is merely self-sufficient man in the 
aggregate, becomes its own savior; self-sufficiency and arrogance are 
the qualities most valued. St. Therese meets this with the drastic 
littleness of the “Little Way.” The true relation of little children to 
their father is that of dependence. Apart from him, they are helpless; 
through him they are all-sufficient. The humility of the “Little Way” 
is the strongest antidote to the arrogance and self-sufficiency of today. 


4. Lack of Confidence 


The direct result of self-sufficiency is lack of confidence. If God 
is left out, all men and nations being more or less equal, there is no 
dominating power that can safeguard confidence. Confidence in God 
is vital to mutual confidence in one another. In an age restless and 
suspicious, fearful and uncertain, St. Therese is given to us by God 
as an example, of invincible confidence, precisely because she never 
trusted in herself for a moment, but in all her littleness put all her 
trust in her Heavenly Father. 


5. Self-indulgence 
Finally, this is an age which may well be called the great anesthetic 
age. With its craving for luxury, comfort and self-indulgence, it has, 
in the folly of its merely human wisdom, had as its supreme object the 
avoidance of the unavoidable — discipline and suffering. As a nemesis 
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it finds itself overwhelmed at this moment with suffering on a scale 
unparalleled, and it has no philosophy with which to meet it. . In this 
age St. Therese raises the Cross — the mark of suffering and discipline 
— as life’s only solution. She stands before us with her Crucifix 
covered with roses, telling us that every sacrifice and every discipline 
united to the Cross be- 
comes a blessing. She 
tells us that the secret 
of life is not to avoid 
suffering but to go 
straight to it, to accept 
it with the humility and 
confidence of a little 
child which abandons 
itself trustfully to its 
father’s arms, and is 
therefore carried, con- 
fident and unharmed, 
through the worst that 
life can do. She tells 
us that the only thing 
which makes suffering 
unbearable is to resent 
the particular suffering 
that is given us, or to 
refuse the sacrifice of 
whatever kind that may 
be asked of us. For it 
is by these, she tells us, 
that God in His Provi- 
dence intends to unite us in the service of our fellow-men. 

Let us pray that these principles will be embodied in the peace 
charter that is to shape the destinies of nations following the cessation 
of the war, for unless they are, the world can never enjoy a true and 
lasting peace. And let us ask St. Therese to intercede for our poor 
war-sick world at the court of the Prince of Peace, and to obtain for 
many souls the grace to follow her little way of spiritual childhood, 
so that the world may be conquered for Christ the King by the establish- 
ment of His reign in the hearts of all men. By her “shower of roses,” 
may she spread everywhere the fragrance of Divine and fraternal love, 
the saving balm which alone can heal the wounds which now so deeply 
afflict human society.

the Church, incur the penalty of eternal damnation. Let us con- 

sider, for example, the case of a non-Catholic who is fully con- 
vinced that the Catholic Church is the one true Church founded by 
Christ; his conscience tells him that he ought to join the Church, but 
he refuses to submit to her because of pride, or because it would mean 
incurring the disfavor of his family, or the loss of friends, or of prop- 
erty or position; or because he would have to assume duties from 
which he shirks or give up sinful habits to which he clings. Such 
a person is in bad faith and excludes himself from heaven by his own 
deliberate act. In thus culpably and wilfully remaining outside of the 
body of the Church, what else is he doing but resisting the known 
truth, which is one of the sins against the Holy Spirit so severely 
condemned by Christ. By rejecting the Church when he is convinced 
that he should join it, he wilfully turns his back upon God. Can we 
then expect God to receive him into His heavenly kingdom when he 
refused to enter God’s kingdom on earth? “Whoever disowns Me 
before men will be disowned before the angels of God,” said Our Lord 
(Luke xii. 9). And He will say to that person when he appears before 
His judgment seat: ‘Amen, I say to you, I do not know you” (Matt. 
xxv. 12). 

Again, consider the case of a non-Catholic who seriously doubts 
the teaching of his own religion, but will not take the trouble to in- 
vestigate the claims of the Catholic Church even though they have 
been pointed out to him. Such a one, likewise, is guilty of culpable 
ignorance, wilfully remains outside of the. body of the Church and 
therefore cannot hope for salvation. ‘‘He who is not with Me is against 
Me,” said Our Lord, ‘‘and he who does not gather with Me scatters” 
(Matt. xii. 30; Luke xi. 23). 

“He cannot have God for his father,” said St. Cyprian, “‘who does 
not have the Church for his mother.” Certainly we may assume, in 
charity, that the great majority of Protestants and Jews are in good 
faith, convinced that their own is the true religion. Their ancestors 
for generations before them professed these beliefs, and they have 


fy HOSE persons, however, who by their own fault remain outside of 
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simply accepted what has been handed down to them without question. 
Comparatively few of them are aware that it is a duty and an obliga- 
tion to investigate the safety of their religious position; and if they are 
following the dictates of their conscience, they will without doubt be 
saved, provided they truly repent of all their sins before they die. 
Almighty God, who is infinitely merciful and just, sees the dispositions 
of the heart, and He will not condemn anyone who seeks Him with a 
good will. 

Nevertheless, the number of people who are in error through their 
own fault is perhaps much greater than we believe. Think of the many 
living in the world today who are utterly indifferent toward religion, 
— who, in fact, pride themselves on having no religion at all. They 
concern themselves very little, if at all, about finding the truth, even 
though the Catholic Church stands plainly before the eyes of the world, 
and they are aware of her claim to be the one and only true ark of 
salvation. They might have free access to her doctrines which are 
preached year in and year out from her pulpits, and are published in 
innumerable books, papers, tracts and pamphlets. Yet, through bigotry 
or indifference or unwillingness to give up a life of sin, or some other 
shallow pretext, they turn their back on her without taking the trouble 
to investigate her claims. 

Many try to excuse themselves by saying: “It makes no difference 
what I believe, as long as I lead a good life.’’ Such people ignore the 
fact that religion is not a sum of beliefs of man’s choosing, but the sum 
of beliefs God has given. Was it, then, useless for Christ to have come 
into the world and established a Church to lead men in the way of 
salvation? By what standards do such people judge what constitutes 
a “good life’? If we examine into their concept of goodness, we will 
find in most cases that it is something very different from the moral 
standards established by Our Lord. Doubtless in many cases it will 
be a “‘goodness”’ like that of the Pharisees of old who outwardly made 
a great show of piety and justice, but inwardly were full of malice, 
intrigue and corruption. Without a moral code to guide their actions, 
or a moral law to govern them, wili it not be a miracle if they. live what 
inthe eyes of God may really be termed a “good’”’ life? There are 
laws to regulate man’s will and affections, and there are laws to govern 
his intellect — to determine what he should believe and what he should 
not believe; a culpable ignorance of these laws is worthy of condemna- 
tion. Yet multitudes of souls prefer to shroud themselves in the dark- 
ness of ignorance and unbelief, and run with all their strength to sin 
and death as their end. How sad will be their awakening at the 
judgment seat of God when they hear the sentence of eternal condem- 
nation! 

Though we assert without any doubt that Protestants may be 
saved, owing to their excusable inability to recognize the truth, we may 
assert with equal truth that if they are saved it is not by means of 
their Protestantism, but in spite of it. Though the statement may seem 
like a paradox, it is nevertheless true that a Protestant who is saved 
is saved not in so far as he is a Protestant, but in so far as he is a 
Catholic, Permit us to explain. All the Protestant sects, we know, are 
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groups whose founders and followers broke away from the Catholic 
Church. Now, in breaking away from the Church, they carried with 
them a certain number of Catholic doctrines — such as the existence 
of God, the Blessed Trinity, the incarnation of the Second Person of 
the Trinity and His work of redemption, the efficacy of prayer and 
contrition for sin, the sacrament of baptism, etc. These are all, in 
fact, purely Catholic doctrines, and were taught by the Catholic Church 
from the beginning, long centuries before any Protestant sect came into 
existence. As such, they may be the means of supernatural grace and 
glory to those who retain them and yield to their influence. 

But the genuine and distinctly Protestant doctrines can save no 
one; on the contrary, they can but hinder and impede salvation. Such 
are, for example, the doctrine that Christ is not substantially present 
in the Blessed Sacrament, that Our Lady is not immaculate, that there 
are not seven sacraments, but only two, that there is no purgatory, 
that the successor of Peter is not the head of Christ’s Church, that the 
Pope is not infallible, etc. These, and many more, are distinctively 
and genuinely Protestant tenets and can save no one because they are 
false and pernicious. Hence, as we have said, Protestants who are 
saved are saved by reason of the Catholic doctrines which they retained. 

It must always be remembered that some kind of affiliation with 
the Church of Christ is absolutely necessary for salvation. Unbaptized 
infants, although ignorant of the true Faith through no fault of their 
own, cannot attain to heaven because the stain of original sin remains 
on their soul. We do not know with certainty just what their fate 
will be, but we do know that they cannot enjoy the Beatific Vision. For 
God, who is holiness itself, cannot unite Himself to a soul that is in 
sin. As those who die without baptism (at least the baptism of desire) 
remain forever stained with original sin, they cannot be united to 
Almighty God in heaven. 

Now, someone may offer the objection: If, then, pagans and 
Protestants can be saved in their present condition, why seek to bring 
them into the Church? Is it not a waste of time and effort and money 
for missionaries to try to convert the heathen nations to Catholicity? 
By no means. For although salvation outside of the Church is possible, 
it stands to reason that it is much more difficult than within the fold 
of Christ. Certainly if a person is manifestly in good faith and it is 
clear that he would not embrace the true Faith, it may be more prudent 
not to disturb him. But it is one of the greatest works of Christian 
charity to lead a person from error to truth, as St. James declares 
in his Epistle: ‘“‘... he who causes a sinner to be brought back from 
his misguided way, will save his soul from death, and will cover a 
multitude of sins” (v. 20). 


Think of the many aids to salvation enjoyed by the children of 
the true Church which are not available to those outside her fold. 
They are without the holy Sacrifice of the Mass, which is the source of 
such abundant graces of salvation. They do not have the sacraments 
of confirmation, penance and Holy Eucharist, or of extreme unction, 
which is one of the greatest aids to the dying. They do not enjoy the 
sublime gift of the abiding Presence of Our Lord on their altars. They 
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do not have the sacramentals, nor the many inspiring and salutary 
devotions practiced within the Catholic Church. They do not have 
the liturgical cycle of feasts, nor the elevating solemnities of Catholic 
services to raise their hearts heavenward. They do not share in in- 
dulgences, or in the blessings of the Church, and are deprived of many 
other sources of grace and inspiration which are placed so freely at 
the disposal of the members of the Church. 


Members of Protestant sects do indeed have some remnants of 
Catholic doctrine, as we have already said, and some aids to a devout 
life, but compared to the wealth of treasures in the Catholic Church 
they are very poor indeed. And as for the heathens, they know nothing 
at all about the Divine truths of Christianity, nor of the means of 
salvation which God has provided. 

Moreover, it is not merely a question of salvation, but also of 
sanctification and of attaining as high a degree of glory and happiness 
as possible in heaven, which cannot be attained without making use 
of the means proper thereto. 

It is the duty of Protestants who have any doubts about their 
religion to inquire, read and study books on religion by which they 
may learn the truth. Furthermore, if they wish to find out the truth 
they must not appeal to the enemies of truth; they must consult those 
who are instructed in their religion and who practice it; they must 
consult a Catholic priest who is qualified more than all others to ex- 
plain to them the true doctrine of the Catholic Church. They must 
also pray God to give them light to see the truth and strength to em- 
brace it when they know it. Faith is not a mere natural gift; it is 
something altogether supernatural. The right use of the natural 
faculties can, indeed, prepare one to receive faith; but true faith — 
that is, believing with an unwavering conviction in all the truths 
which God has made known — is a supernatural gift, a gift which no 
one can have of himself. It is the free gift of God. ‘For by grace you 
have been saved through faith; and that not from yourselves, for it is 
the gift of God’’ (Ephes. ii. 8). God is so great and good that we 
cannot merit and possess this good by anything we ourselves may do. 
Now, it is by the gift of faith that we have in some measure a glimpse 
of all that God is, and that consequently we attach ourselves to Him. 
When the light of grace shines upon the understanding, it enlightens 
the understanding so as to render it most certain of the truths which 
are proposed to it. But this mere knowledge of the truth is not as 
yet the full gift of faith. You may indeed convince a man that the 
Catholic Church is the true Church, but he will not, on that account, 
become a Catholic. Faith, then, is something more than knowledge. 
Knowledge is the submission of the understanding to truth; but faith 
implies also the submission of the will to the truth. It is for this 
reason that the light or grace of faith must also move the will, because 
a good will also. belongs.to faith, since no one can believe unless he 
is willing to believe. God will never refuse to bestow this gift of 
faith upon those who seek the truth with a sincere heart, who use 
their best endeavors to find it, and sincerely pray for it with confidence 
and perseverance.

> N the beautiful feast of the Sacred Heart, our little 
convent of Perpetual Adoration in Kansas City, 
} Missouri, known as the “Sanctuary of the Holy Spirit,” 

J $ which was opened only last December, was the scene of 
LN A i, such an impressive Eucharistic ceremony that we cannot 

; forego sharing with the dear readers of “Tabernacle 
and Purgatory” the joy and inspiration of this occasion, even though 
it is some time past. And, indeed, it is only fitting that we should do 
so, for our dear faithful friends and readers have had some share, even 
though indirectly, in helping to prepare the spiritual gift which we 
were then privileged to offer the adorable Heart of Jesus. And what 
was this gift? No less than the offering of the “first fruits” of the 
Sanctuary of the Holy Spirit, the official establishment of the “Eucha- 
ristic Guard of the Knights of Columbus” by investing with the badge 
of membership the first group of thirty-six Knights, who since last 
New Year’s eve have been coming faithfully each month on the night 
of the First Friday to the Adoration Chapel to keep a loving vigil of 
adoration before their Eucharistic King. Yes, on this feast it was 
our joy to hold a public ceremony in which these faithful Knight- 
Adorers were presented with Eucharistic emblems as the insignia of 
their devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament. 

It was truly an inspiring sight to see these men — business and 
professional — grouped around the Eucharistic King enthroned upon 
the altar, thus publicly testifying to the deep spirit of faith and the 
ardent flames of love which filled their hearts. The little chapel was 
crowded to capacity, and many friends and relatives who would have 
liked to witness the ceremony were obliged to remain outside. After 
the Sisters’ choir had sung the hymn “O Salutaris,” followed by St. 
Thomas’ beautiful hymn “Adoro Te,” the Most Blessed Sacrament was 
veiled, and His Excellency, the Most Reverend Bishop O’Hara, in an 
address to the Knights developed the inspiring theology of the Eucha- 
rist, commended them for their fidelity as Nocturnal Adorers, and 
encouraged their future devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament. 

When the address was finished, Bishop O’Hara blessed the emblems 
— gold medals of the Blessed Sacrament attached to red ribbon badges, 
which had been arranged in a red heart-shaped box, symbolic of the 
loving hearts which had given testimony of their loyalty to the Divine 
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Heart of Love through the Eucharistic vigils kept before His Throne. 
His Excellency then presented the emblem to each of the Knights 
individually, saying as he did so the following meaningful words, which 
are taken from the profession ceremonial of our Congregation: “Re- 
ceive this emblem of love and fidelity to the Sacrament of Divine Love.” 
It was truly an edifying sight to see each Knight kneel reverently 
before the Bishop and kiss his ring as the emblem was presented to 
him, and the deep satisfaction and joy of His Excellency was plainly 
visible on his countenance. Like a good and faithful shepherd, His 
Excellency himself has given the good example by coming to keep his 
hour of guard every first Friday night, unless absent from the city. 

Following the presentation of the emblems, the Sisters sang the 
“Tantum Ergo” and Benediction was given. Exposition of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament was held during the night, and hour after hour a 
new group of men took up their official places as adorers, offering to 
the Divine Heart of Jesus a return of love for the infinite love He 
has shown to us by His abiding presence in the Most Holy Eucharist. 

However, it is not alone in this beautiful testimonial of Eucharistic 
devotedness on the part of the Knights that our dear readers can find 
cause for rejoicing. Equally inspiring are the many other manifesta- 
tions of love for the Blessed Sacrament on the part of the faithful in 
Kansas City. The First Friday nocturnal adoration is being attended 
by larger groups each month. Several parish priests have brought 
groups of their parishioners to keep a period of adoration, and already 
five parishes are scheduled for the second Friday of each month. The 
women, too, are proving their fervor by their participation in the 
adoration of the Most Blessed Sacrament during the day. The “Catholic 
Women’s Club” numbering 300, participate regularly in official periods 
of adoration on the second Wednesday of each month; the “Daughters 
of Isabelle,” with a membership of 240, keep adoration during the day 
on every Thursday. On the first Saturday of the month, the “Oblates 
of St. Benedict” of the Kansas City Chapter, numbering 120 (both men 
and women) take their turns in a guard of honor before the Blessed 
Sacrament. And finally, the members of a newly organized club of 
professional women, known as the “Sienna Club,” have arranged to 
keep a holy hour of adoration from 5 to 8 P.M. every Friday evening. 
Boys and girls from the Catholic High Schools come each week for 
their appointed hours. Children, too, are to be found leaving their 
pleasures and games in order to spend some time in prayer before our 
Divine Lord. 

Truly the Spirit of Love has breathed the Pentecostal Fire into 
the hearts of these devoted men, women and children. All of this 
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activity has been spontaneous on the part of the various groups, and 
with the zeal and devotion manifested, there seems to be no end to 
the possibility of conquering souls for the King of Hearts. Thus to 
our great joy we have found in Kansas City a “field white for the har- 
vest,” —a multitude of souls filled with a holy impatience to render 
honor and glory to our Eucharistic King. 

The only thing that can be regretted is the lack of space in our 
tiny chapel, which prevents so many from participating in the various 
functions who would be only too delighted to attend. The picture 
below shows a part of the enthusiastic crowd which attended the 





Eucharistic procession held on the grounds of the convent the Sunday 
following Corpus Christi. Besides our own Sisters and those of other 
communities, over 240 persons took an active part in the organized 
procession. Among these were six representatives from each parish 
unit of the “Women’s Service Club.”. A group of nurses in military 
uniform attended, and the canopy was borne by four service men from 
the nearby Naval Training Station. In addition there were about 
1,000 devout spectators. Benediction was given at two out-door altars, 
and a third time at the altar in the chapel. 

The chapel is always crowded to capacity even for evening Bene- 
diction each night. But on occasions of this kind, the overflow must 
kneel in the vestibule, on the porch and even stand on the lawn outside. 
Can all this fail to convince us that the new foundation in Kansas City 
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is truly the work of our Divine Lord? And does it not prove to us 
that we must begin even at this early stage of its growth to think 
about a permanent chapel which will be large enough to accommodate 
the crowds who wish to offer their loving homage to Jesus Eucharistic? 
Yes, who can doubt the need of such a new chapel! It is then with 
hopeful hearts that we put before our readers this growing need and 
assure them of our gratitude for whatever gift, large or small, they 
may in their noble-hearted bounty feel inspired to bestow upon this 
great cause. And need we assure you again that all will share in 
whatever good work is accomplished in this new foundation, for it is 
not only for Kansas City, but for our entire country, yes for souls 
throughout the whole world, for the interests of our Savior in every 
nation, in the life of every individual, that this Sanctuary of Perpetual 
Adoration was established. In return may our Divine Lord enclose 
each benefactor in the Abyss of Love which is His Heart, the flame 
of which makes souls holy and happy here on earth and blessed forever 
in heaven.

i & IS a historical moment and day in the progress of this institution 
and of the worship of Our Lord in the Most Blessed Sacrament in 
this diocese that gathers us here tonight. Months ago when the Sisters 
opened this beautiful Chapel of Perpetual Adoration, our hearts were 
filled with the hope that as the months wore on, men and women would 
be associated with the Sisters in this great act — adoration of Our 
Lord in the Most Blessed Sacrament. That hope has been realized in 
an extraordinary measure. It is with satisfaction we look upon the 
past months. At every hour of the day, people lay their petitions, 
their praise and thanksgiving before Our Lord here present. It is 
stimulating devotion in our parishes; it is bringing the Blessed Sacra- 
ment into the lives of our people, and to the knowledge and understand- 
ing of those outside the Faith. 


This evening we have the recognition of that participation by the 
laity in the giving of these emblems that distinguish those who have 
been faithful so far as members of this ‘“‘Guard of Honor of the Blessed 
Sacrament’? — Knights of the Blessed Sacrament, we might say! To 
those men tonight are being given these badges of honor and recogni- 
tion. You are the first in our city, in our diocese, upon whom this 
honor is bestowed. It is a significant time in your own lives. These 
nights of adoration you have kept have not been easy; you have not 
been accustomed to it. You have responded with fidelity to the call. 
You are receiving this honor for your fidelity tonight.

I am glad that the Knights of Columbus have accepted the general 
responsibility of the promotion of this great work. I am sure it will 
bring blessings upon them, and upon all the Councils in Kansas City, 
because there is no bond of unity comparable with the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. “O Sacrament of Unity,’’ St. Augustine exclaims. It is the 
power that embodies the unity of the Catholic Church; it is the ‘“‘Sacra- 
ment of Unity” and it will give strength to those, to all, who participate. 





We look forward to the months and years yet to come. Our Lord 
said: “The kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven...’”’ Sometimes we 
become impatient. We think that all should respond. That is not 
Our Lord’s way. He says: ‘“‘The kingdom of heaven is like leaven’’ 
which works its way into the mass... Leaven works quietly, un- 
ostentatiously, hiddenly. It is not bringing multitudes through curi- 
osity, but it is touching hearts, one after another; that leaven is work- 
ing among us; it is working in the hearts of the multitude; it will 
bring hearts to learn for themselves that the Lord is sweet; that it 
is a good thing to come for an hour in silence, putting aside every 
worry and opening our hearts to Our Lord here, thanking Him for 
all the gifts He has bestowed upon us; for though we have trials, there 
are so many blessings to thank Him for. Here is the time and the 
place to thank Him for His blessings; to adore Him for all His majesty 
and glory; to thank Him for Holy Mother Church. Now we can 
thank Him for the liberation of the Center of Catholicity with all its 
treasures of God’s magnificent love; for all the treasures of human 
heart and mind stored up in the Vatican; for the preservation of the 
life of our saintly Holy Father, Pope Pius XII. We can ask for all 
we need, for blessings for our families, for God’s protection of all 
those in danger... We have so much to talk to Our Lord about, putting 
aside everything else. We come in the silence of the night when so 
many are distressing Him by sin; we come not only in the spirit of 
repentance for all our own sins, but in reparation for the sins of 
others, uniting ourselves in Eucharistic adoration. 

Now a few words about the wonders of the Holy Eucharist Itself. 
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It will not be in many words, nor in words with the merit of eloquence, 
but it will be in simplicity. The Holy Eucharist is the Mystery of 
Faith. In the Mass when the priest takes the Chalice and says: ‘“‘This 
is My Blood of the New Testament,” he says the words ‘‘Mysterium 
Fidei.”” It is a most extraordinary miracle that Jesus Christ is really 
present, that God, who made the world, has found a way to be present 
in every chapel in the whole world; has found a way by this marvelous 
Invention of love to draw all hearts to Himself. You will, of course, 
be devoted to your hour once a month, but I ask you to become familiar 
with the theology of the Holy Eucharist. Oh, what does that mean: 
“theology’’? It means the truth about God; what we know about God; 
what we are talking about is what we know about God in the Blessed 
Sacrament. St. Thomas of Aquin, one of the greatest minds which 
ever blessed this planet, devoted years of his life in explaining the 
Most Blessed Sacrament. There is no more interesting thing in the 
world than the Holy Eucharist. It surpasses anything to which we 
may apply our minds, any other study that we could give ourselves to. 
We know that Our Lord is here, and that is enough for simple faith, 
but we want to know more about it; we want to enter into some under- 
standing of the how and where and why of this great Sacrament... 


We have here three wonderful things: the Mass, the Center of the 
Eucharist, the Sacrifice; Holy Communion, the Food; and Adoration 
before the Divine Presence. The Sacrifice, the Sacrament, the Per- 
petual Adoration. God is really present here... 


On this feast of the Sacred Heart we understand more and more 
the meaning of God’s love for us. He gave up ‘His life for us; that 
is the great climax of the prophecies and types of the Old Testament; 
Christ would be a priest like Melchisedech; Christ would be the Lamb 
of God who would take away the sins of the world. He would be 
priest and victim. How can He at the same time be priest and victim? 
How can God be the victim? Because He was the victim of the 
Bloody Sacrifice on Calvary. At the Last Supper He gave us His 
Body and Blood under the appearances of bread and wine... “This 
is My Body; this is My Blood... the Blood which will be shed on 
the Cross tomorrow...’’ He is the Lamb of God who sacrificed Himself 
as a lamb for our sins; the Victim who offered Himself in the supreme 
sacrifice. It is breath-taking: the tremendous implications of the Holy 
Eucharist! God with us! Emmanuel means GOD WITH US! Christ- 
mas is the worship of Christ with us! He loves to be with the children 
of men. He becomes the sun of our spiritual life, the center of all our 
worship, the object of all our prayers... 

What are we trying to save in Rome? Not the centuries’ work 
of the great architects, but the great structures of human genius, 
because they are the temples of the Holy Eucharist. What is a church? 
It is a temple of the Blessed Sacrament. Go to the old cathedrals 
wrested from the Catholic Church; there is no sacrifice on the altar. 
How empty! Those grand structures once erected for the glory 
of the Eucharist: all they are now are show places; the REALITY is 
gone from within; the center, the heart of all Catholic worship is 
gone; all the beauty of the paintings and architecture is little, because 
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they do not now serve for the glory of the Holy Eucharist. 

On the other hand, how noble are the things used for the Eu- 
charist! The grains of wheat growing on the prairie, which are ground 
into flour to make the hosts; the angels guard those grains of wheat. 
Behold the bunches of grapes in the vineyard which are destined to 
become the Blood of Christ. The angels guard them, for they will be 
so honored. The glory of the Eucharist! St. Thomas lauds the 
adorable Sacrament in the sequence of Corpus Christi: “It may be di- 
vided, and yet Christ is whole and entire under each part.” That 
Bread contains the Divinity, the Trinity Itself, because It is Christ; the 
Father and the Holy Spirit are there, for the Second Person of the 
Blessed Trinity is one with the Father and the Holy Spirit... 

It is the greatest possible joy for me to be here with you tonight, 
to bless these medals, and to bestow them upon the faithful night 
adorers. Then as I impart Benediction with the Blessed Sacrament, 
I shall ask Our Lord to bless each one of you. We told you about 
the miracle of the Body of Christ in the Holy Eucharist, that it ever 
remains One. Nothing unites us more truly than our union with 
Christ and through Christ. Then the Sacrament of Unity becomes a 
reality. Each of us breaks the same Bread, each of us partakes of the 
same Divine Banquet; we are unified with the Divine Unity Itself. In 
all these things, may our Lord Christ, the King, Emmanuel, God with 
us, bless each of you, bless your homes and all dear to you, bless all 
who are gathered here for this blessing. Amen.

AINT John Vianney, or the Cure of Ars, as he is popularly 
known, that holy minister of God who burned with love 
for souls and sacrificed himself unreservedly to gain all 
to Christ, said of priests: “All comes to us by the priest; 
yes, all happiness, all grace; every heavenly gift. If we 
had not the sacrament of Holy Orders, we should not 
have Our Lord. Who placed Him in the tabernacle? 
The priest. Who first received your soul on its entrance into life? 
The priest. Who nourishes it to give it strength for its pilgrimage? 
The priest. Who will prepare it to appear before God by washing it 
for the last time in the Blood of Jesus Christ? The priest. And if 
that soul shall die, who will raise it again, who will restore it to 
tranquillity and peace? Once more, the priest. You cannot recall to 
mind one single blessing from God without beholding by the side of 
that remembrance the image of the priest.” 

Let us ask ourselves now, how often do we breathe a little prayer 
for our departed priests? How often do we remember them at the 
altar where for years they stood before us, offering the Holy Sacrifice 
for us, blessing us, ministering to us the Bread of Life and the Word 
of Life? In our rare visits to the cemetery where perhaps they rest 
near our own dear dead, do we kneel by their graves and pray for 
their souls? If we do, we are hardly ever, perhaps never, intruded 
upon, for their graves are all too often as of those forgotten. 

Lonely, lonely is the grave of a priest! In life he belonged to 
each pne of us and all of us, — our “Father,” as we loved to call him, 
our friend, our comforter; after death, he seems to belong to no one. 
We remember the day of his funeral, the people gathered together in 
the church and cemetery. But now, how is it? The plaint of our 
departed priests seems voiced in these words from the Book of Wisdom: 
“Our name in time shall be forgotten, and no man shall have any re- 
membrance of our works...” (ii. 4); “Neither have they a reward 
any more, for the memory of them is forgotten” (Eccles. ix.5). Could 
they speak to us, the only “reward” they would wish for would be 
the keeping of their memory living in our prayers. 

Let us begin now to cultivate the lovely practice of praying for all 
departed priests, remembering how deep is our debt of personal grati- 
tude to so many of them. Let us pray for them, especially at the 
Memento of the Dead in each Mass at which we assist. Let us pray 
for them also at other times, as, for instance, when we are kneeling 
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before the Blessed Sacrament, making a visit or spending an hour of 
adoration, when we could so easily say a little prayer such as the 
following: “O gentlest Heart of Jesus, ever present in the Blessed 
Sacrament, ever consumed with burning love for the poor captive 
souls in purgatory, have mercy on the souls of Thy priests, and bring 
them from the shadows of exile to the bright home of heaven, where 
we trust Thou and Thy Blessed Mother have woven for them a crown 
of unfading bliss. Amen.”

OU will remember the mention we made of little Jacinta 

and Francisco Marto in the August issue, when we told 
J you about the Immaculate Heart of Mary and Our 
4) Blessed Lady’s desire that her pure Heart be honored 
especially on the first Saturday of every month. We 
promised then that we would tell you more about these 
two favored children, and now we are going to keep 
our promise. 

Jacinta and her brother, Francisco, were born in Fatima, Portugal. 
Jacinta’s birthday was on March 11, 1910, and Francisco’s on June 
11, 1908. Jacinta was the youngest of the eleven children in the Marto 
family, and Francisco the second youngest. Their parents were good, 
pious, hard-working people who raised cattle and sheep to make a 
living. Jacinta was a sweet child and everyone loved her. She was 
the pet of the whole family. Francisco was a golden-haired and fair- 
complexioned little boy, healthy and strong, but very quiet. He was 
mild and kind in his manners. He liked to do favors for others, and 
often would climb the trees to pick fruit for his sisters and companions, 
but he never spoke very much. Jacinta was quite the opposite. She 
was a very lively little girl, and loved to run and skip, and found 
great pleasure in dancing. She had many little faults. She was very 
touchy and inclined to pout. She was not always willing to share her 
candy and playthings with other children. 

During the quiet evening hours, Mrs. Marto used to gather her 
children about her and tell them Bible stories, especially those relating 
to the life and sufferings of Jesus. Listening to these stories, little 
Jacinta’s soul became filled with love for our Savior and a dread of 
sin. She promised never to offend Jesus by sin, and used to practice 
little penances to atone for the sins eommitted by wicked people in 
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the world. When she was still very young she began going to the 
catechism class with her older brothers and sisters. She longed for 
the happy day when she might make her First Holy Communion. She 
loved to visit Our Lord in the Blessed Sacrament in order to ask Him 
for this grace. Once when she was permitted to strew flowers in a 
procession with the Blessed Sacrament, she kept her eyes fixed on the 
Sacred Host, hoping to see Our Lord as He really is instead of veiled 
by the Host. 

When Jacinta was seven years old, she began to go every day with 
her cousin, Lucy, and her brother, Francisco, to herd the sheep in a 
valley not far from their home. Jacinta was happy during the long 
days in the fields because she loved the beauties of nature, the sunrise 
and sunset, the blue sky, the beautiful flowers and singing birds. The 
three children would spend their time in playing games and building 
little houses from the stones lying about on the ground. But about 
noon they would leave off their games and pray the Rosary, after 
which they would eat their scanty lunch. So the happy day passed 
until it was time to return home at nightfail. Then sometimes Jacinta 
would carry one of the pet lambs in her arms, because she wanted to 
imitate the Good Shepherd who carried the stray lambs on His 
shoulders. 

One day while the sheep were feeding quietly in the shade of the 
oak trees and the children had just finished their daily Rosary, a sudden’ 
streak of lightning flashed across the blue sky. Fearing that it would 
storm, the three little shepherds gathered their flock together and 
started to leave for home. But again a flash of lightning frightened 
them, and turning toward the side from which it came, they saw a 
beautiful Lady standing on a white cloud just above a small oak tree. 
She was dressed in a pure white garment and a long white mantle 
bordered with gold. Her hands were joined in front of her as if she 
were praying, and from her right hand hung a pearly white rosary. 
At first the children wanted to run away, but the Lady in a kind voice 
told them not to fear. She told them to come to the same place on 
the 13th of every month for the next five months, and then she would 
tell them who she was. She said she had come because she wished 
them to say the Rosary every day to obtain’peace for the world. “Pray, 
pray much for sinners,” she said, “and make many sacrifices. Many 
souls go to hell because there are none to make sacrifices and pray for 
them.” The children promised to be faithful in saying the Rosary and 
said they were ready to suffer whatever God willed. 

On the 13th of each of the next five months, the Lady appeared to 
the three little shepherds as she had promised. Each time she urged 
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them to pray the Rosary for peace and to practice self-denial. She 
also told them that she wished her Immaculate Heart to be honored in 
a special way on the first Saturday of each month. In October, when 
she appeared for the last time, she told them that she was the Queen 
of the Holy Rosary. On that day God worked a miracle by making 
the sun spin around like a great wheel of fire. This was to prove to 
the people that it was really Our Lady who had appeared to the 
children. There were about 70,000 people present, but no one saw 
Our Lady except the three little shepherds. 

After these wonderful apparitions of Our Blessed Lady, the three 
little shepherds performed many little acts of penance. Often they 
would break off their games and would kneel down to pray. They 
also liked to think of God and heavenly things. Sometimes they 
would give their lunch to poor children instead of eating it. Then 
they ate bitter acorns and offered up the sacrifice for the conversion 
of sinners. Once when Jacinta’s mother offered them some grapes, 
Jacinta exclaimed: “We must not eat them, we will offer the sacrifice 
for sinners.” Another time, Jacinta was just going to eat a delicious 
fig when she thought of sinners and put it back in the dish. One day 
she picked some nettles, not knowing what they were, and when they 
stung her hand, she exclaimed, “Oh, let us rub our legs with these and 
offer the pain for sinners.” They often did so afterwards. 

Francisco, like Jacinta, practiced many little penances. He never 
forgot Our Lady’s warning that he must say many Rosaries if he 
wanted to go to heaven, and never let a day pass without saying at 
least one Rosary very devoutly. On Christmas Day, 1918, Francisco 
became very ill. A little later, the Blessed Virgin visited him and 
told him she would come soon to take him to heaven. Francisco 
suffered much, but he never complained. Instead, he offered up his 
sufferings to God for sinners. He would always eat whatever his 
mother brought him, so no one knew what he liked and what he did 
not. His illness became worse and the priest came to hear his con- 
fession and bring him his First Holy Communion. It was also his 
last Communion. Three days later, on the 5th of April, 1919, he died 
with a smile on his lips. He was ten years old. 

Jacinta had always loved the Blessed Sacrament, but after Our 
Lady had appeared to them, she was more eager than ever to visit Jesus 
in the tabernacle. She would choose a place in the church where she 
could see the tabernacle and would keep her eyes fixed on the door. 
While at school, she would often spend the recess time in church. She 
feared to commit the least sin. She would never tell a lie, not even 
to avoid suffering. She showed great respect and obedience towards 
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her parents and teachers, and never lost an occasion of doing good to 
others. When she understood that dancing may become sinful and thus 
displease Our Lord, she gave it up. 

About two years after the vision of Our Lady, when Jacinta was 
ten years old, she became sick. After some time it became necessary 
for her to go to the hospital for an operation. The little girl endured 
her sufferings bravely for love of Jesus and Mary and for sinners. 
Our Lady had told her that she would come soon and take her to 
heaven. When her cousin Lucy asked her what she would do in 
heaven, Jacinta replied: “I am going to love Jesus very much and 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary. I am going to pray for you, for the 
conversion of sinners, for my parents, brothers and sisters and all who 
ask me.” On February 19, 1920, Jacinta grew much worse. She 
made her last confession, but before she could receive Holy Communion 
on the following day, Our Lady came to take her to heaven. 

Dear Little Lovers, are not the lives of these two little children 
beautiful? Do you not think that Jesus and Our Blessed Mother would 
be pleased if you would imitate them in their love for the holy Rosary 
and for the Blessed Sacrament and in bringing sacrifices for sinners? 
Ask them to pray for you and to teach you how to love Jesus and 
Mary as they did. 

Aspiration: ‘“‘O my Jesus, pardon our sins; save us from the fire 
of hell; relieve the souls in purgatory, especially the most forsaken.” 


(This prayer was taught to Lucy, Francisco and.Jacinta by Our Blessed 
Mother, to be said after each decade of the Rosary.) 


Practice: Pray the Rosary each day during October to ask Our 
Blessed Lady for the conversions of sinners and for peace.
